Fanners Know Their Business. 


Since the prices of grain have become, so high much has 


been and is being said about the propriety of raising grain on 
the farms of New England, as was done in the -good old days 
when the farmers raised practically everything they used, in- 
cluding their clothing. But with:the seUleriient of the West 
and:the:introduc(ion of farm machineVyi.'fpr the'culfivation of 
ilflevel and fertile fieldsNew Englanders sdo'ri found that'they 
could buy grain cheaper than they could raise it. 


• / The.West was in a position to monopolize the grain business 
and New England ch'eerfully surrendered. It fouiid that other 
branches of farming would pay better Ulan.'grain growing arid 
(he farmers of-the eastern states gave.their attention largely 
to cows and sheep. The raising of grain was not abandoned 
entirely, but for many years few eastern farmers have raised it 
to sell, and most of them do not now raise enough for their 
own use. They can do better aliiog other lines and are.willing 
that their western /brethren should supply the bulk; of the 
grain. '

When the New England farmers gave up the growing.of 


grain as.a market crop they did not go out of business, but 
took a step that was of material advantage to their business. 
By keeping livestock they improved their land§ instead of 
draining them by the prbd.ucfioni. and sale of grain, thus in- 
creasing their profits and-the value of.their farms at the:saine 
time. In the majority of'Cases this policy has been continued 
ever since the settlement of.trfe West, and'it will be continued 
in spite of all the.exhortations that may be offreed to induce 
New Englanders to raise grain on any extended scale. 


They can do better. 
Dairy products command as good 


prices as grain, and the eastern states are the natural home of 
the dairy. Nrr better pasturage is to be found in the world 
than that on the'hills'and mountains of New England) while in 
the valleys and .level sections are grown crops of'hay unsur- 
passed in. any part oNhe-country. Near ttie cities and la'rge 
towns market-gardening pays, well, and it would be folly to 
attempt to .compete with the-West in the production of grain. 


The farmers of the country are not so fast asleep as many 


suppose them to be. The great majority of them are up and 
doing. They have learned from observation and experience 
the kind of farming best adapted to the various parts of the 
country and are governing, themselves accordingly.

The Brains of tha Army. 


The business of the General Staff 


Corps'is to study military problems of 
all kinds, to work out the- best solu- 
tions, and to report to the Chief of 
staff of the army. It is often called 
Ihe "brains of the army," and it would 
be hard to give a better description in 
a few words. The War College divi- 
sion of the General Staff Corps is de- 
voted to the study and investlguUoi 
of new and special problems^
